Sen- 
ators Tillman, Bacon and Mahoney 
made an intense tight against the Sen- 
ate provi.slon li.xlng a tariff of tlirce 
cents a gallon, on the ground that it 
would injure tlio sale of cotton seed, 
and after the controversy hpd.gono on 
for .some time, Mr. Aldrich '.■wlthdrow 
tlie jirovlslon. 

Offering an ;imendnient to further 
reduce the duty on quebracho. Senator 
Lafolietto declared that tlio tanning 
industry was' bejng driven to Oanadaj 
w hero quebr^ijhd. l>\ailfnttted''.free . pf 
d u ty. He declared that oak and ' henj- 
lock have been .killed off, and now 
only the inferior chestnut la loft which 
could be used succpssfully to make an 
extract to mix with the Imported 
quebraclio. By a viva voce vote the 
duty recommended by the committee 
of half of one cent a pound wag 
agreed to. 

In the debate that led to the with- 
drawal 'of the cotton , seed oil pro- 
vision, Mr.. Aldrich sftld Germany and 
other countries belleyed that if the 
American riiArket were not protected 
it would be, overflowed with foreign 
products.

New President Says University Will 
Be Conducted Along Lines Laid

bott Lawrence Lowell, the new presi- 
dent of Harvard, made a virtual dec- 
laration of his policy in response to 
an enthusiastic greeting by several 
hundred students, comprising his class, 
known as "Government L." Tho pres- 
ident said that the iiresent general 
policy of tho imivor.sity would bo 
maintained, and that Harvard college 
wo\iid jireserve the attitude towards 
the graduate department aa formerly.

I believe In tho college as the core of 
academlo life, and as such It will 
continue at. Harvard." ,

Aa the 
meeting broke up the conservative 
section shouted: "There is no strike. 
Let us go back to work." 

The situation was verv quiet this 
evening. The Federation of Labor has 
issued an urgent appeal to Its: various 
affiliated unions to atrlko.

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INDIAN RESERVES. 

The number of Indian Keservntlons 
in British Columbia la vory great;' tho 
aro-i liiclutied In them is largo; the lo- 
cations urs almost always valuable; 
the soil is generally the best in the 
jielffhborhood. The greatest liberality 
wnf) cthlbtted by the govornment In 
aottlnij tipart the Ri^erves. One of a 
party which wa.s engaged in Betting 
out the reservations on Vancouver 
Island has said that they went along 
in" a canoe and whenever they came to 
a place, which the Indians with them 
said they sometimes camped upon, It 
w^s put down as a place to be re- 
served. No one desires to deal im- 
Wlrly with the Indians. Indeed the 
general disposition is to give them 
very much more tlian they can turn to 
their ov~'n good advantage. Wc are 
Iretjuently told that in treating of the 
Qtiestlon of the reservations we must 
remember that the Indians were or- 
iginally the owners of all the country. 
ThlH Is a claim, wliich wc doubt if tlio 
Indians would ever have thought of 
making, •if It had not been suggested 
to them by white people. The doctrine 
of ownership of land does not appear 
to liave been held by the Indians of 
North America. Their only title was 
possession and it was actual, not con- 
structive, possession. Under the com- 
mon law wo have evolved the doc- 
trine of constructive possession, but 
the notion Is not one that .neema to 
have been ever llold l)y any of the 
primitive tribes. Hence when we be- 
gin the discussion of the reservations 
by assuming that the Indians who 
were living In British Columbia a cen- 
tury ago owned tlio land in the sense 
that ownership Is understood by tho 
white races, we import Into the case 
a feature that colors all other consid- 
erations. All that has ever been done 
In regard to tho tenure of lands, so 
far as the Indians are concerned. Is 
that' agreements have been reached 
whereby they may, If they see fit, oc- 
cupy certain areas without Interference 
from white people. Even this agree- 
mont, so far as British Columbia is 
concerned, is subject to change as 
the number of Indians decreases. 
Note that the obligation is all on ono 
side, namely on that of the white peo- 
ple.' An Indian is not obliged to Ih'O 
on a reservation. He may leave it at 
any time and make his home else- 
Virhere. Every Indian now on tho 
Songhees Reserve, for example, could, 
if he had money enouprh. forsalce tho 
Reserve and board at tlie Empres.s or 
go Into fruit farming out In Saanlch. 
The Indians might cease to make any 
use whatever of tho land set apart 
for them, as Indeed is the case with 
larjje jiarts of most reservations; but 
under Uie iav,'. an It ncems to be .o,t 
proHont understood, thfl reserva- 
tions stand. It would be easy to men- 
tion several Reserves upon which no 
Indian ever thinks of living and of 
which no use of any kind is made. 
There arc Irlbe.-i, wliicli arc practlcnlly 
extinct; yet their Kosen-ns are Intact. 
There aro others which have dwindled 
to small numbers, but the land set 
apart for thcni v.-licn they wore numer- 
ou.s yi;l remains closed to the white 
people. Tho Indians pay no taxes on 
tlieir reservations or the improve- 
ments thereon, yet they receive tho 
.■iarac degree of protection that is ox- 
tondeil to the white people. There is 
absolutely no mutuality in tlie ar- 
rangement, and there never w.as, for 
what the Indians are supposed to have 
surrendered was something that they 
never actually had, for freedpm to rove 
over a country can hardly bo called a 
right, especially wlieu that freedom led 
to constant warfare with others claim- 
ing equal freedom. Moreover that 
freedom yet exists so far as it relates 
to property not In the actual posses- 
sion nf white peoplo. Tlu; vast unoc- 
cupied areas of British Columbia, Us 
many long miles of rivers, its nu- 
merous lakes, its miles of sea coast are 
&B free now to tho Indians as thoy 
ever were and vastly safer. Tho white 
people have taken nothing from tho 
Indians, but on the contrary have 
given them much In the way of i)rotec- 
tlon. Hence to approach tho consid- 
eration of the (pu'stkm from a senti- 
mental point of view is to make it 
needlessly difficult. We would not 
expect the above considerations to 
oommend themselves to an Indian; 
but they soem Important because thoy 
establish the right of the wlilto popu- 
lation to (leal wltli the Indian i)rol)lem 
In a manner which seems to them beat 
for all concerned. 

' An idea seems to prevail that a hard 
and fast rule must bo devised ami be 
applied to all tho Indian bands Indis- 
criminately; but we suggest that each 
case ought lo be dealt with on its own 
merits, and we believe if each case 
were approached in that way, <n tho 



majority of instancea a BatlBfaotory 
result would be reached. Take tho 
case of tho Cowlchan Keaoryo.';' {Hero 
are 4,000 acres of very fine' land. A 
sufficient part of this ooulfl be sot 
aside for the use of the indfans and 
there would remain an area, which 
subdivided Into small holdings, would 
realize probably J400,000. This money 
Invested at 4 per cent, would give a 
revenue of $16,000. If this were di- 
vided among tho Cowlchann, It would 
make them all exceedingly comforta- 
ble. If It Is conceded that these In- 
dians have a right to the use of the 
whole Reserve, and for the purposes of 
the argument we will net dispute It, 
they would have tho right to the user 
of tho Income derived from tho salo 
thereof. Take the case of the Song 
hees Reserve. That piroperty would 
doubtless sell for J250,000, and this 
at •! per cent, would give more than 
a dollar a day for every adult mulo 
Indian, which sum they would doubt- 
less bo willing' to accept and leave tho 
Reserve altogether. We understand 
that the view taken by some of tho 
Indians, at least, In regard to the 
money that might bo derived from tho 
sale of lands is that it would bo sent 
to Ottowa and doled out to them only 
in cases of dire necessity and after a 
lot of formality. If they have In any 
c:i-so been approached with the su 
gastloii that tho Income from the 
money derived from the sale of the 
Reserves would be theirs of right and 
bo distributed regularly, tlioy might 
look at tho matter favorably. Thens 
are some principles that must not bo 
lost sight of in relation to the reser- 
vations. Ono is that the Indian title 
is not indefeasible; another la that tho 
government has the right to scale tho 
area of the Reserves down propor- 
tionately to the decrease of the num- 
ber of Indians; another is that, whllo 
the Indians must yield to tho growing 
demands of tlie country, they must bo 
treated with such fairness and lib- 
erality that It can never be said that 
injustice has been metod out to them. 
But Justice does not require that they 
should be allowed to have their own 
way.

A local contemporarj', without men- 
tioning The Colonist, evidently refers 
to this paper when it speaks of per- 
sons who recently denounced Mr. 

The 
Colonist's critics are Invited to quote 
from Its columns an expression which 
by the utmost ingenuity can bo con- 
strued Into a charge that Mr. Pugs- 
ley is corrupt. The Colonist has said 
and It repeats It, it was Mr. Fugsloy'ii 
duty to have vacated his office until 
he had cleared up the allegations made 
against him. In the Royal Commission. 
It says so yet. It would not liave the 
slightest objection to telling Mr. Pugs- 
Icy '80 under any- circumstances that 
might arise, if there was the least rea- 
son for doing so. Tho Colonist Is flat- 
tered that Its local contemporaries 
seem to find their chief pleasure In 
misrepresenting It. This paper has the 
habit of discussing all questions of a 
public character as they arise. It docs 
not wait until It sees what others are 
going to say. "When the report of tho 
Royal Commission was made public It 
stated promptly what it thought was 
Mr. Pugsley's duty. In all The Col- 
onist has had live articles relating to 
this subject. The first was on April 
13, which was a review of the case, 
and the strongest allegation In regard 
to Mr. Pugsley was that tie was 
chargeable upon his own showing with 
carelessness and irregularity In 
handling the matters entrusted to him 
and his fellow commissionerE. The 
Becond was on April 20tli and In this 
it was expressly stated that The Col' 
onist's attitude In regard to Mr. Pugs- 
ley personally was one of suspended 
Judgment until he had an opportunity 
of ijiving a full cxplonatlon. Tho next 
v/aa on April 22nd, and in this the issue 
was stated not to bo one of dishonesty 
but of incapacity through carelessness. 
Tho last was on May 4tb and dealt 
with tho apparent unwillingness either 
cC Mr. Pugsley or the New Brunswick 
govornmenl to have tho matter Investi- 
gated to thQ furthest limit There was 
a flfth article, but it related to the em- 
barrassing situation that under the 
principles of responsible government, 
ought to have arisen between Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Tweedle and his rnln- 
Istera. In neither of these articles Is 
there an allegation that Mr. Pugsley 
had been guilty of corruption or any- 
tlilng that could be so construed. There 
are absolutely no references to him ex- 
cept as to his connection with the trans- 
action which formed the subject of tho 
Conamlsslon's Inquiry but in three of 
them the position Is taken that ho 
ought to have resigned his ofllco until 
everything had been cleared up. Will 
our contemporaries withdraw thoir In- 
correct statements? Of course they 
win not. 

The (fact that The Colonist holds these 
."itrong views as to tho coiursn, which 
.Mr. Pugsley ought to have taken, does 
not alter the fact tliat he is Minister 
of Public Works, and as a responsible 
and iniiuentlal member Of 'the Dcmiin- 
loii government it is desirable that he 
shall bo informed of the roqulrements 
of this part of Canada. Nor does It 
follow that because The Colonist is 
very strongly of the opinion tliat ho 
ought to have placed his resignation in 
the hands of the Prime Minister, there 
is any reason why It should hot do him 
full Jtistico as a public man of ability 
and knowk'dKo of affairs. The ColonlHt 
deals with i)ublc men ns public men, 
and never os private citizona. It fights 
its political battles squarely and fear- 
lessly, and never' uses insinuations.

With- 
out knowing Just what authority Chief 
Cooper has for saying that the Minis- 
ter has declined to pass the legislation 
referred to, we shall refrain from any 
extended comments further than to say 
that It seems to be up to Mr. Templo- 
man to Inform the people of Victoria 
It he undertook to have the legislation, 
promised by him, passed only to bo 
met by tho firm refusal of his col- 
league In charge of tho Indian Depart- 
ment. The situation Is growing de- 
cidedly Interesting. 

Wo commented briefly the other day 
upon tho resolution of tho Montreal 
board of trade favoring free trade with- 
in the Empire, and said It was directly 
opposite to tho views expressed by 
that body at tho time of the congress 
of the chambers of commerce of the 
Empire, hold In Montreal. Mr. Goorgo 
E. Dnimmond regards tho matter so 
seriously that ho has withdrawn from 
tho board. In a letter announcing his 
resignation, Mr. Drummond said that 
the resolution was adopted by leas 
than five per cent of the membership, i 
and was an lU-conslderod one, "so i 
absolutely at variance with tho na- | 
tional trade policy of Canada, with the j 
whole past work of the .Montreal Board , 
of Trade, With the well thouglitout ' 
policy of the chambers of commerco 
of the Empire, as evidenced by the 
resolution passed at tlie sixth <;onKreSK, 
and, furthermore, with the resolution 
of the London Chamber of Commerce, 
now to be presented at ,the forthcom- 
ing seventh congress," ,ttjat -ho had no 
other course open but to tender hia 
resignation ns a delegate to the com-

That tho plumbing and sanitary 
condition of the Soutli Park scliool is 
about everything wliloli it should not 
be, i.s the eist of a report which tlie 
aanitary Inspector has made to the 
sciiool board. The, .sanitary inspector 
reports that contlltions at that institu- 
tion are deplorable and immediate 
comi'lete renovation of tlie Hystem 
aiouK witii tlio ventilating .sy.stem is 
Imperative in the interests of tlie cbil- 
dren'.s health. 

The inspector's finding was not un- 
expected by tlie trustees, wiio have 
long aiipi'eciatod the necessity of im- 
provements to tho South Park school 
as well as to otiiers of the older school 
building.s. But the question of funds 
has been llie great troubli'. Tills year 
the board lias it.s dls|)osul the sum of 
$0,000 wltli which to effect repairs and 
improvements wliicli call for an expen- 
diture of at least $ir),000 and even 
were the latter sum availalile consid- 
erable necessary work would have to 
be deferred. The <pie3tioii is now 
where to get suHieienl money to put 
tli(; city seliooiR in that coiulltiiin 
wliich the wolfari' of the children re- 
quires and the problem will In ail like- 
lihood bo threshed out at a special 
meeting of the board to be held in a 
short time. 

In fact, according to Trustee A. B. 
McNeill, the board could .spend $10,- 
000 on )iecest;ary scliooi Imijrovementa 
after leaving out of consideration the 
Central scliooI, boys' and girls' build- 
ings, and devoting its attention to only 
the North Ward scliool, South Parle 
and High school The North Ward 
school requires to bo renovated inside 
and out. Witli tlie exception of a new 
roof and a change in tho location of 
the stairs there has been no real re- 
pair work done on that building for 
tho past sixteen years. The interior 
requires to be practically rebuilt 
while an up-to-date' ventilating i)lant 
is an absolute necessity. The sani- 
tary plant h.as recently boen overhaul- 
ed and Improved at .nn expenditure of 
$1,800, but tho heating apparatus Is 
sadly out of repair. 

Repairs Necessary. 

The Soutli Park school requires a 
now sanitary and ventilating Bystem 
and a new arrangement of tho stair- 
ways, ns at present there is but a sin- 
gle stair affordlnir egr'ess to tho four 
upst.alra class rooms. . A ventilating 
plant is also necessary, at the High 
school though the beating 'system and 
sanitary arrangements are compara- 
tively adequate. 

At the Central s^hools,_ pE{.rtlQpIarly 
the gfrls* sc'hooi, * much riecesg'ir^.^ re- 
pair, work can bo dpnp while a now 
heating and ventilating, plant is im- 
perative. 

The new schools which are In,, course 
of erection, together with tht'ncw Vic- 
toria .West . school, have be^n.. fald out 
with an eye to -up-to-date equipmeat 
arid are buildings of which ':ariy city 
might well be proud. 

Trustee McNijill believes that the 
school bo.-ird should next year appeal 
to the ratepayers for a sum of not leas 
tlian SIIjO.OUO. A tract of land for a 
new liigh school and eolliige will have 
to bo i)urchaHed next year and :vitli the 
erection of a new high scliool the 
present building could be iiHcd for 
school purposes. Then again Korne of 
the schools have not adequate play 
grounds while early steps should he 
taken to secure a school site in the 
eastern portion of the city in the 
neighborhood of Oak Baj- where the 
city is rapidly growing and where 
school accommodation will be impera- 
tive in a very short time. 

Inadequate Funds. 

Of the $9,000 set aside for repairs 
this year tlie board has spent all but 
$4,r>00, the larger portion of tho ex- 
penditures having been neces-sitated 
by the, cold weather, which caused 
mucli repair work to heating piaiit.s 
and by the In.stallatlon of a better san- 
itary .system in the Nortli Ward school. 
With the growth of the city Trustee 
McNeill predicts tliat next year tho 
bo.ard will bo in tho same position In 
regard to the need of accommodation 
that it found itself last year and un- 
til tlio new Chambers street and Moss 
street .schools are opened and a new 
High scliool erected to allow of tho 
present High school being used for 
public school purpo.ses the situation 
will, he assert:', show but little, if any, 
improvement.

to tiie league to place their exhibit, of 
minerals, plants, llowers, and speci- 
mens of otlier products of the Island, 
amongst the provincial exhibit which 
will be displayed In the British Colum- 
bia section of the building. 

The specimens will be labelled as 
coming from the various districts but 
no separate booth or display for Van- 
couver Island apart from the rest, of 
the province will be permitted. The 
concession with regard to the distri- 
bution of literature is a great one." 
Already the local organization is ar- 
ranging to, assemble a large quantity 
of literature and a man will be placed 
at the table In the C. P. R. building 
In all probability. If the offer is ac- 
cepted, who will distribute the litera- 
ture, answer enquires and do all In his 
power to bring tho island to the no- 
tice of visitors. 

In the C. P. R. building, two of tho 
(Ive spaces are allotted to British Co- 
lumbia. The other three are given 
over to tho jCastern. provinces. Dls- 
plaj-s of the products of all will form 
the prominent features and the build- 
ing will doubtlesB,, attract considerable 
notice. ,

j\mount Available for Comple- 
tion of Higfi Pressure Plant 
Is Not Sufficient 



It la almost a certainty that beifore 
the salt water, high pressure system 
of fire protection, la nnlshed the funds 
at the disposal of the city for that 
purpose will have to be considerably 
augmented from the civic treasury. 
Just how much the plant will cost In 
excess of the estimates la not certain, 
but it will, it is assorted, amount up 
to several thousand dollars. 

In the first place the debentures 
Issued under tho by-law auUiorlzlng 
the raising of $70,000 for the construc- 
tion of the system were sold at a dis- 
count, the net amount received having 
been in tho neighborhood of $64,000. 
Then again the cold weather in the 
early ;jart of the > year retarded tho 
work, and when tho work of main 
laying was undertaken it was found 
tliut in many pincoa grades had to be 
changed and considerably more woric 
done by reason of the fact that the 
high pressure mains had to be carried 
at such a level as to miss the many 
other underground mains which liad 
been previously laid. Further, the 
number of hydrants has been Increas- 
ed and hydrants have been Installed 
on streets which It is Intended to 
pave In order to avoid later having to 
tear up the pavement to inatal them. 
It was the Intention to Increase tho 
number of hydrants year by year as 
necessity demanded, but to save the 
pavements, which. will bo laid on many 
of the streets whereon 'the high 
pressure mains have been laid this 
work will be done at once. All tlioso 
addiid items cost money, and it has 
now been found tliat to compliito the 
system will neces.'jltate calling upon 
tho clt.y to furnish a considerable ad- 
dition to the amount to b(j expended 
upon tho. plant.

The missionary meeting In connec- 
tion with the Women's Auxiliary held 
in St. John's church schoolroom on 
Wednesday evening was crowded. 
Bishop Pcrrln presided and after 
opening with prayer called upon the 
Rev. J. Grundy to speak. 

The latter contrasted his experience 
when ho began work as a missionary 
In Ciilna with the present condition of 
affairs. Thirty years ago there wero 
only fifteen clergy and three women 
workers In connection with the Church 
of Kngland work there, which has now 
grown to a large army of workers. 

lie referred to tho new diocese at 
Holnan, for which the Canadian 
church has lately selected a bishop for 
whose stipend tlie JI. S. C, C. is 
responsible. In the province of Holnan 
there are 35,000,000 of people with 
eighty walled cities in which no at- 
tempt has been made to ijreacli tho 
gospel. Ho warmly congratulated the 
W. A. oh their methods and. work and 
urged them to constant prayer to send 
forth laborers Into tho harvest. 

Bishop Perrln announced that a 
member of the Brotlierhood of St. An- 
drew had lately offered himself for 
work amongst the Indians at Alert 
Buy and had been accepted. Ho then 
called ujion Rev. ,T. Antle. 

Mr, Antle gave iin account of the 
rise and growth of the Columbia Coast 
Mission. Xi'ive years ago he went in 
a 16-foot sailing boat with his boy, 
9 years old, as crew and visited tlic 
logging camps between Alert Bay and 
Rock Bay. It involved a voyage of 
500 miles from and to Vancouver. It 
was found that there were at least 
3000 men engaged in tho logging in- 
dustry In addition to a number of 
scattered settlers. The matter was 
brought before this diocese and the 
diocese of New Westminster and an 
appeal was made for a mission bout 
which was liberally responded to and 
tho work began four years ago, 

lie spoke of the great help that tho 
mission received from Dr. Hatton, the 
flrst medical oflHser, , It was not all 
plain sailing and at flrst tjie loggers 
themselves opposed the idea. Gradu- 
ally this opposition disappeared when 
they realized the nature of the work 
and there are three hospitals includ- 
ing the one at Alert Bay now ready 
to be opened, each with its medical of- 
ficers and staff of trained nurses. Tho 
effect of the mission was not only felt 
by the ph>'sicnl advantages that it 
■ gave In ministering to those who 
were victims of accidents and disoaae 
but it has also had a great moral ef- 
fect in combating tho evil of drink. 
At first the liquor men treated tho 
mission with scorn, but now Uiey are 
undoubtedly afraid of its influence. 
Owing to. the action ot tho govern- 
ment In taking into Its own hands tho 
licensing question and relieving tlio 
commissioners of their duties, several 
saloons have, been closed and the Idea 
of; getting: a new license is considered 
practically hopeless. 

Spiritual Side of Work 

Mr. Antle spoke of the spiritual side 
of the work and whereas at lirsl tho 
Idea of a service held In a bunk house 
would only attract five or six men. it 
constantly happened now tliat In a 
camp of sixty men. fifty would at- 
tend. Tho loggers themselves were a 
much maligned class as tliey were 
judged by the conduct of some of them 
Who congregated In the saloons in 
■Vancouver when they left their camps. 
As a matter of fact, many of them 
wero hard-worldng sober men, drawn 
from ail classes of tho community and 
they had thoroughly appreciated tho 
efforts to help them in this mission 
and had manifested their approval by 
regularly subscribing $1 a month to 
the funds. 

Mr. Antle then showed a striking 
series of magic lantern slides, ilUis- 
tratlng life in a logging camp and 
tracing Uie lilstory of a tree from tho 
first cut to the flnhshod article. Pic- 
tures of the hospitals were shown and 
portraits of some of tho nurses and 
doctors. Mr. Antle spolce in tho high- 
est terms of Dr. Darrell Hanlngton, 
Who had in addition to his work as 
medical officer, which was thoroughly 
appreciated, been of the utmost use 
to the mission. 

The address was listened to with 
tho greatest Interest and at the con- 
clusion the bishop pressed the need 
of a new and larger boat. The pres- 
ent steamer Columbia had a cabin 22 
foot by 14, but thia had to bo used 
a." a consulting room, an operating 
theatre and a place In which the offi- 
cers had their meals, oil In one. Tho 
steamer, moreover, was not sufficient 'y 
powerful to meet the present need.=) 
and pay its regular visits to the 
camps. Mr. Antle, during his stay in 
England found a steamship wiiich 
seemed suited for the work, but on 
further consideration It had been de- 
cided to abandon this idea and build 
locally a gasoline boat to cost $17,000. 
Of thin, $S,000 was In sight and .an 
Immediate clCort must be made to 
raise the remaining f9,000 In Victoria 
and Vancouver. 

Tho bishop asked for names of a 
commltton who would bo willing to 
help In tho campaign. The women's 
auxiliariea had that day made a grant 
of SiiO each, hut a special appeal and 
;in organized canvass would be neces- 
sary If tli(> sum Ls to be ral.^pd. 

A collection amounting to $45 was 
made and after tho singing of the 
doxology, . tho bishop pronounced the 
benediction. - -

HERE Ai^ THERE 

John Culvin 

It would almost seem th.Tt the 
ninth (or Is It tho tenth) yeai- of the 
tentury' was. P'lB'iln which the.gfreat- 
est men of the past wore born, so 
numy have been tho centenaries al- 
ready observed' this year. 

Among all tiioso whose memories 
have been thu.s recalled, perhup.s few 
have had a greater Intluenee in the 
v.orld than Jul-.n Calvin, .vlio wan 
liorn at Noyoii, In Pie.'U'dy, on Jnly 
Ullh, l'.0'J. it In not .SI) loiiB slnee tlio 
wluilr I'rotefctant world was divided 
Into two almcst hostile eanips, one of 
whleli was ealled by lily name. In uur 
own day the bitterness of the eon- 
troversie.s Is forgotten, and not many 
observe the stern rules of life with 
whieh the name of Calvin is associ- 
ated. Yet there are few who doubt 
that tile world has been better for tlie 
life and teaeliln;,' of the great re- 
former, iiorn at a time wlion llie 
whole world wa.s being stirred by now 
doctrlne-s, Calvin was early touched by 
the spirit of the Reformation, and at 
tile age of twenty-four the grave 
\-oung priest was forced to flee from 
the school In Paris, where he was 
pursuing his thoologlcal studies. 

But persecution only deepened the 
ennvlctlons ho liud formed, and three 
years after, lie wrote a boolc which, 
with Its preface addressed to the king 
of France becnme famous among the 
controversial works of the time. 

Calvin was going to Germany to 
continue his studies when he met an 
old friend, who begged hini to eonio 
to Geneva to take part In tho religious 
struKKle whieb was going on there. 
JLe soon gained the aseondoncy ovo; 
his fellow workers, and entered upon 
a eamiiaign against the loose morals 
and municipal corruption of the city. 
The people rebelled against this in- 
terference with their pleasures and 
tlieir nractlces and Calvin was ban- 
islied. 

Sober second thought must have 
convinced tin? Genevans that tlio doc- 
trines and numuer of life tauglit by 
tlie stranger were right, for tliey re- 
called him. I'"roni that time Ills 
authority was unciuestloned. Ho gov- 
erned not only the city, but the lives 
of tile citizens In a way that in our 
liberty loving day would not be tol- 
erated. Ho established a College of 
Pastors and Doctors, and formed a 
t^uuii of Discipline. His opponents 
were expelled from the city, and he 
was free to devote his time to writing 
and teaching. In every country In 
Eiirope his tracts and books were 
read. 

The doctrines which Calvin preach- 
ed were embraced by the Church oC 
Scotland, and even In Canada tlioro 
were, In the early days of Bettlement 
ministcrB of that churcli. whose word 
was law among their congregations, 
even in ti/mporal matters. 

Porn in an era of persecution, Cal- 
vin was not aliead of bis age with re- 
gard to liberty of oonselonce. Tho 
martyrdom of MIeliael Hervotus, a 
Protestant, but one who differed from 
lilm In doctrine. Is a stain upon the 
memory of ttils great rellglou.s teach- 
er. It is easy for us. In this age, to 
condemn hlK bigotry. But we must 
not forgot that If he had the faults of 
his time, lie had great virtues which 
r.ot only tlie carelesH. ' hut the religi- 
ous leaders of our day might envy. 
Will thi're eome a day when men will 
ba\e tlie stnmg faith which enabled 
those of all creeds In the sixteenth 
century, to endure persecution, with- 
out the religious ii>toIerance that made 
persecution possible? 

Robbing tlie Poor 

.\ sensation lias been caused b>' the 
statement of the superintendent of 
weiglits and mi-a.-iures for New York 
tliat tlie poor people of that State are' 
being robbed of $20,000,000 every year 
by food adulteration and false weights 
and measures. • 

Those who buy In small quantities 
already pay heavily for the labor in- 
volved. . It costs almost. If not quite, 
as much to sell one pound of Hour as 
a sack or a barrel. A can of co.al oil 
does not need so much labor to handle 
as a pint. ThUs is tiie reason th^t' 
small iiuantitles always cost nior.' 
than largo. When In addition to this 
high price, tbi' .)ust (piantlty is not 
given tho burden on tin; poor is intol- 
I'l abl'-. For this, the state Is to blame, 
anil it ought not to be borne. The 
poor woman should have her pound 
o! Hour or sugar to the vorj' last 
gr.iln. 

One of (ill- jirolilcms which phllan- 
tliro|iists are trying to solve is how 
tlie exei'Ssivo waste which is caused 
by liu.v Ing small qiianf Itle.": may be 
(M-creomc. .\'o one should grow rich 
on the nrccssitii'S of tlic necil.\-. How 
much good tbo.se $20,0011.000 would do 
even to tlic great pojiulatlon of poor 
ill .N'cw Vorl; stal''. Yet this sum was 
a.s ri'iilly and much more nearl.v, 
stolen a:i If the money li.ad been taken 
from a train or a bank sate. It is tho 
v. ell -to-do In any community who 
have the greatest opportunity for dis- 
co lerlng such frauds, and when dis- 
covered they should be promptly ox- 
posed.

A report of tile W. C. T. U. ^Mission 
on Yates street wap read by Mrs. 
Uurkholder, which showed that ex- 
cellent work is being done In this In- 
stitution. 

The report on legislation, petition 
and franchise, sent in by Mrs. Grant 
was read by the president, outlining 
the work tliat had been done, and 
stating that tlie cau.se of woinan'.q suf- 
frage In this province is growing' more 
jKiiiular, 

Mrs. 10. Parsons rend the nntl-nar- 
colle reriort, in which It was stated 
that a thousand pages of antl-narcotlc 
literature had been distributed, and 
that letters had been sent to Hon. W. 
Temploman and G, H. Barnard, M. P., 
asking them to n.se their ■ Influence 
against the manufacture, and sale of 
clgarettea in this province. , 



Work Among Sailors ' 
Mrs. Field's report of the worlcdotie 
among sailors, lumbermen and miners 
showed that parcels of reading matter 
are sent 'but oacli week. Soitiotimos 
the sailors call at 'ihe. miaSibii and 
take the literature, dlBtributing It 
along the coast to those wlio wlsl) tor 
It. Parcels ready prepared are left at 
the misaiOR to be sent out whenever 
an opportunity Is found to ihoro re- 
mote or less accessible camps or 
' mines. 

Mrs. K. Mc.Vdam, literature secre- 
tary, showed that the |)ublicutions and 
tracts Issued by the society, liad been 
sent out in great niiniDcrs. Letters had 
also been written by meinbcrs of the 
society to those wlio were known to 
be absent from home. 

Mrs. J. T. Grant jjresented a report 
of the annual memorial missionary 
meeting Iield at the home of Mrs. ^Vm. 
Grant on February .'dli. .Miss Annie 
'1'. Martin, superintendent Oriental 
work, sent In a rejjort which showed 
that temjierance work Is being done 
among the Chinese and .laponese in 
this city. Tbi. rejlort closes witli the 
following sentences. 

..Vmong our Christian Chinese peo- 
ple there Is, I would say a strong 
temperance sentiment, and they are 
(aught that not only must they ab- 
stain themselves, but they must seek 
to kee]> others from falling Into 
temptation. The children In our 
mission, day and Sunday schools are 
carefully instructed to be "temperiito 
In all things." Wc trust that tluse 
may grow up into sober, intelligent. 
Cliristlan citizenship. 

Mrs. Tite's cvangell.stle report show- 
ed that much viBlting bad been done 
in tile prisons and the charitable In- 
stitutions. The sick were visited, and 
wherever the coniniltteo went they 
tried to bring with them consolation 
and spiritual help. After the reports 
had been received Mrs. Wllliscroft 
moved that a letter of condolence be 
sent to .Mrs. MacNaughton and family 
In their great liereavement. The 
motion was iiassed. all present show- 
ing sympathy with their old and 
valued co-workers. 

.Mrs. ThomiiKon sfiecially asked all 
members present In the city to come 
to the meeting next Thursday, as it 
was the last at which she would be 
present. The meeting will be held at 
the homo of Mrs. Demiister on Day 
street.

Mrs. Clo.se, of whom some of us have 
heard in connection with a farming 
school in Nova Scoti!i. has written a 
letter to the London Dally Mall at- 
tacking tho education system of Eng- 
land. Mrs. Clo.se Is president of the 
Children's Farm Home and. In that 
capacllv, must have been brought Into 
contact with many children who attend 
what in t:anada we should call the 
common seiiools. 

Her letter has aroiu'cd much feeling 
and many other eoinmunications on 
botli sides of the luiestlon liave ap- 
peared in tlie Mali while other papers 
liave leading articles on the subject. 
It must be remembered that the edu- 
cation of tlie ma3.seH of the people is 
a comparatively new thing in Fng- 
land. It was not considered a great 
aifigraoe in the times of tho grand- 
parents of the ohlldrcn who. now 1111 
the council s^hdolWi'jfor a lab'oror not 
to know how to road or write. Tho 
education of the parents of many thou- 
sands of these pupils, so far as book- 
learning is concerned, Is of the . most 
elementary kind. /The case, is, quite 
different with. the majority of the me- 
chanics, who are an intelligent ! class 
of people. : 

So far as may bo judged it -is with 
the education given to tlie ch'it4rcn of 
the poor tliat most fatilt is found, The 
criticisms are icy^lled against what 
the schools teach' as'well as what they 
fail to teach. A loading business man 
In the city says that, "After seven 
.years at schppi th.e . average London 
boy slouches into a business ofilce. or 
warehouse, mumbling or speaking 
through his dosed teeth, unable cor- 
rectly to copy- an address upon: an en- 
velope, or to .carry a niocsago Intelli- 
gently from • one- ■ department to an- 
other.'.' , ; 

Mrs. Close, on the other hand, con- 
tends that the< time oS'.the children Is 
wasted In lacQulrlTlg i^seless informa- 
tion. Though one cannot but feel that 
the case she cites Is an e.vtreme one, 
there is both sense and wit In her 
criticism: 

"What Is the sense (she says) of 
spending mbnths in teaching country 
laborers' children the inanufacture of 
raw silk, lead pencils, and raw cocoa, 
aided by costly boxes of samples of 
gi'aiihite, plnmliago. cocoa beans, and 
silk from the uttermost parts of the 
earth? TJie miiucky teacher's knowl- 
edge of these substances Is, of course, 
most (elementary, and tin; children 
l<nou' the whole thing to be ;i sham. 

"What is the use of teneliing our 
southern counties' children the names 
of the 'villages' between Stoekjiort and 
Manchester, sonie eleven miles of jirae- 
tlcnlly continuous town, tills lielng fol- 
lowed by a list of twenty riviTS In 
Hlndiistnii. ;ind the amazing Informa- 
tion that the Mississippi riina uji iilll! 
1 should Ha\- that it was expliilned ( '.') 
that this was due to the position of the 
river relative to the ICqnator. but we 
remained as much In the dark as be- 
fom. . . . 

"The 'domeslc economy' classes are, 
If poKsiiile. even more ridiculou.s. I 
see girls, not one of whom is much 
aoovo the charwoman tyiie, studying 
for weeks together the, analysis of tho 
contents of an egg — the iiiiantltles be- 
ing given in decimals, wlilcli no one 
I nndi'rstood. The final Item of some 
dozen being 'inincrnl matter, 00,0.1,' It 
Is not surprising tlint In tho school 
yard the girls told me an egg was a 
mineral containing decimals." 

Other <-orresponden'ts point out that 
the instruction given to the girls in 
househnld arts Is not only useiesH but 
likely to do much harm. The remedy 
suggested by one writer l.s that the 
children all receive a thorough. If ek- 
aientar.v, education in v.'hat has been 
called the three R's and that then thoy 
be taught to earn their livelihood In 
the most direct wa\'. 

Willie much allowance must be made 
for the strong feeling among classes 
In which education lias been looked 
iijion ns .a sort of privilege to which 
they are entitled by right of birth, It 
may be granted that, the preparation of 
youth for the worlc of life Is a very, 
dlfllcult task. A'et looking back over 
tlie past half-century few will deny 
that, with all our blunders, great prog- 
ress has beiui made in llie science of 
education as well tig In the art of im- 
parting instruction. Tho ahild of • tlie 
sluma who hM liarncd to sing "Sweet 



aha liow" and to recite .''The I<ord Is 
My Sheplt'erdl* or some, stirring ballad 
of our own time; is bj^ bq much tlie 
better than one •who. Jived the. life of 
Ignorance, so graphically described by 
Dickens.

Yildiz Kiosk 

\Y. S. Monroe, author of a book on 
"Turkev and the Turks." gives tho fol- 
lowing account of tiio Tlldiz Kiosk and 
other names mentioned In the present 
Turkish uprising: 

Upon his accession to the throne Ab- 
dul Hamld.took up hls residence in the 
beautiful Dolmo Bagtolie palace; but at 
the outbreak of the war with Russia be 
tran.sferred IiIh resldenco to the Ylldlz 
Kolsk on .^ hill overlooking the Bos- 
porus. A small Itlosk had been orecteTI 
on the Uagtch hill by Sultan Mahniiid 
fts early as 1833: and Abdul Mejid In 
1884 pulled tho kiosk down and erected 
a larfjer pavilion, which he christened 
Yildiz In honor of one of ills favorite 
CIrcaseInn women. The Yildlr, estate is 
admirably situated from a strategical 
viewpoint; and from the time. of Us oc- 
cii))atioii by tlie prosenf sultan great 
numbers of Ulo.'iks. pavilions and cot- 
tages sprang up about It. 

The Ylldl/o kioBk is not, as a critic 
has iiolnteil out, a piibice .at all — it Is 
simpl.v .X medl'^v of Incongruous build- 
lags. The Ottoman ru'e.rs have long 
b(\en affUcted with the building maiiia, 
and Abdul Ilaiiiid has not escaped the 
disease. A Turkish proverb asserts 
that tho more a man builds the longer 
ho will live, .and the present sultan, who 
has been building, tearing down and re- 
'lulldlng without Interruption during the 
last "0 years, doublless hopes to live 
to the reputcil age of Methuselah. 
Protoctoa "by niffh 'Wall. 

The Ytlillz e.^tale Is enelosed by .an 
Immense wall, wbleli hi IS'.iS was 
largely rebuilt and • the walls r.Tlsei] 
.10 feet higher to reiidiM- scaling ImiHis- 
slble. The private residence of tile sul- 
tan, his linrcin ami the residences of 
Ills sons are on the northern part of the 
estate and enclosed by a second wall 1 
feet thick, anil enti^red tbrontjh strong 
iron doors which open without. 'i'lie 
liarem communicates with I bo sultan's 
pavilion by ineiina of a gallery, but the 
quarters of tho princes are separated 
by a high wall. Ilia own pavilion is a 
graceful wooden building which con- 
tains only rooms. In front is an arti- 
ficial lake and at one side is his private 
theatre. 

The estate also Includes the palace 
of ceremonies, where Kniiieror William 
of Germany was lately entertained: 
parks, gardens, two mosques, tho Im- 
perial stables, '.lalbs, a inuseuni of na- 
tural history, ihe imperial library, a 
porcelain factory, dog kennels, aviaries 
and the lake. The Ylliliz is a veritable 
city, and wltriout counting the large 
Imperial guard It has Honiothlug like 
5,000 permanent Inhabitonts witliln Its 
walls, Incluillng tho sultan's : chamber- 
lains, aliles-de-cainp, bodyguards, mu- 
Hlclans, garilonero, cooks, grdoms, do- 
mestics, stable boys, tho women of the 
harem, with their suites of eunuchH 
and slaves, and the households of hl.s 
sons. Thla does not Include a large 
num.ier of workmen who live- outside 
the walKs. The monthly salary list o! 
the palace reaches the enormous sum 
of ?160,0P0.

— Five iiiissciisors 
from llio steamer Mongolliiii, IniprW- 
oned by the Ice oft St. Johns harbor, 
reached St. Johns thJs afternoon. They 
were Dr. McPherson and wife, I3r. 
Hunt, Miss HutchhiRs aiul .Mr. Ste- 
venson. Thpy walked acrtiss Ihv. Icu', 
\Vhlch was so tlKlit that imt ;i sign of 
water wua visible. They .say that 
some of the Ice way t\velve feet iibove 
tho water antl that the (ie.Ul resembled 
a thickly strewn area of IniKo IjuiiUl- 
ors. 

Dr. McPherson stated that the Mon- 
golian was uninjured, though siib- 
jectcd to very great pressure. He ad- 
ded that unless the weather changes 
ffreatly for the worse, the steamer will 
escape. 

Tho voyage was uneventful. The 
ship made a gooil run from LiV(>rpooI 
and had splendid weather until Fri- 
day night when foK was met and ice 
was seen, causing the .ship to slow 
down for the nij^ht. On Saturday 
morning the steamer tried to make St. 
Johns, but the fog was too denso and 
tho Ico too heavy and she went out 
towards Capo Racej iwt found a bar- 
rier of ice between her and the land.

looking the scene at the entrance to 
the harbor, but at the height of sev- 
eral liundred feet there was no sign 
of clear water for at least twehtv-llve 
miles oft shore, while reports from the 
north stated that every bav, liarlior 
and Inlet was choked with "ico.

In One Generation

The fa- ] 
ther of my comrade was among those 
who fought In Atdzu castle until he 
could flijlit no. more and v.-lion the 
Imporla! troops fought their way over 
the walls he eoinmltted suicide; now 
my comrade is to become .a naval of- 
tieer for the Emperor."

Thlu was in 1869, ...Sinco then Ad- 
miral Enomoto •foundedja" haVy- for the 
Emperor .against whom -he, fought as 
a rebel, and wds' Minister of tho Em- 
peror's navy for many years, being 
one of the rulers of Japan until . he 
died a year ago. TJie Imperial torpus 
bought a small monitor, the. Stone- 
wall, 'in tho United States, and she I 
was taken to Toltohama by Capt. 
i'.rown and tied up until a dispute' re- 
garding her was settled. Meanwhile 
Knomoto and hi:i little hand on the 
northern Island, after one of whose 
capes tho Soya, now in the harbor, 
Is named, had given up the hopeless 
struggle; Kagoshima had fallen. V\\- 
shlmi lost. Uyeno's battle waged, and 
Aldzu Castle takim after many of its 
defenders had died by harlkirl after 
the llnal struggle. 

A Wonderful Transition 

In the four short decades that have 
elapsed a navy has been made, two 
great wars have been fought and Ja- 
pan has taken a place among the 
Powers. In tho transition tho devel- 
opment of tho personnel has been 
rapid. Tho Samural of yesterday are 
the soldiers and sailors of today. The 
training o£ their youth has had a great 
bearing upon them. 

"As a boy," said one of tho Aso's 
lieutenants seated In tlie spardous 
w.'irdroom, "I lived In an inland town 
In a great barrack-like yaaliilii wlilch 
waa part of tho castle of a soutliein 
(laimyo. I knew of foreiKUera only 
by strange? cartoons I hat wen; shown 
nie. It was the custom of artists of 
till-' time to draw westerner,-^ as "red- 
haireci tilings with long nosi's lil;e de- 
mons, and it was not until 1 was sent 
to college to bo trained for the navy 
that I learned of the ways of for- 
eigners." 

Today lie Is an exjiert in the naval 
science of the foreMgnors, and but 
thirty ye.-irii liave, passed since those 
boyliood da\-s wiieii he knew them on- 
ly as vagui' barbarians who were not 
lilie ordinary men, 

"I rcmombor bow I used to walit 
under the wistaria, in tiio garden of 
my father's 3-ashiki, (uton rubbing my 
bands and asking invocations before 
the little sIirlucN to Hacliiiiuiii set on 
the grottos of garden. ' A tutor 
cauK.' to teach ine and the discipline 
was great," 

"You li.ave good discipline on hoard 
these ships," said the visitor. He no- 
ticed liow th<; young men In the near 
barbette stood to attention wlien .some 
spectators came to look at the gun. 

"Discipline today Is tho veriest sha- 
dow of the discipline , of the buahl," 
said the lieutenant 

"In my youn;r daya I remember well 
how my tutor, a sahiUi^l who was im 
old retainer of niy father, took mo to 
an execution ground to watch a man 
beheaded. I never learned tho reason 
for tho execution. That night I was 
sent alone In tho darkti(>ss to that exe- 
cution ground to bring the severed 
head of that man to my father's house 
— and I Was but ten years of age. 
Ai) Iron Traiining 
"Tho training was to, make me Im- 
pervious to any sltu^Um.i however full 
of horror. Fear or ine dead was as 
much to bo blamed fear of the liv- 
ing. Children wer^, u^i^e'n to see exe- 
cutions in the old di)y^ for this rea 



son. Modem . 9en^hu«tjit> .though, has 
changed all this, i * alio J- .

"It was^'rather ^sfe^'oro trainltig," In- 
terrupted' t'h«>;' visitor. 

"Perhaps— the ' training of 'today Is 
not to 'bo compared though for its ef- 
fect on the youthful mind. 

"There is a Japanese 'classic which 
tellH the story of u. rivmural boy. His 
father was an ' outlaw. The prince of 
the district was hunting hlin. To tiie 
family house from which lio (led somn 
of tho prince's rotalnor.s canne and 
wakened the boy from his alunrber on 
the mat floor and, took Iilm to the 
prince's castle where a' freshly -severed 
hea<l was held beforo him. 

" 'Is tlnxt your father's head ' asked 
tlie prince. 

"It waa not; but tho boy tliought 
qulckl.v. If he said it waa the head of 
his father that would glvo opixirtunity 
for escape. He bowed before the head 
with grief and after saluting cere- 
moniously plunged a short dagger Into 
his stomach. Tho. .prince's doubt'vah- 
iahcd and the father escaped.,. . 

"The ator>' is a favorite phe .with 
many Japanese wrltorii.knd Is t$te chief 
thoma of a well .. known , Japanese 
drama." . ■ ' ' ■ ' , " 

With training such as this the dis- 
cipline of the past was sevara in- 
d<;cd. To western minds' the training 
is still strict. Tho caidets. Who include 
many young men of prominent Japan- 
ese families, one is n count, are school- 
ed thoroughly. Besides thoir daily les- 
sons in naval affairs, there is jujlt;iu. 
without whicii no Japanese curriculum 
is ever complete. The discipline would 
have been much stricter though if the 
conservatives had their way; for there 
arc .s:;!! conservatives In Jni)an. The 
groat changes slnco the days when 
Perry's black ship's came to force tlie 
way of the west up(m Oriental Nip- 
pon, fast tbougii they have come, have 
not , obliterated the consei-vatlvcs who 
N'earn for the ancient way before the 
samurai were forbidden to carr\- their 
twohanded swords. There are few who 
still fight against tlio new learning. 
Tlio majority arc lil^o Prince Ito and 
other prominent Japanese who made 
their way overseas, to acquire tho 
knowledge to be learned in th.e Ocej, 
dent, and this is one reason why the 
training cruisers cruise abroad to al- 
low the cadets to get tlio education 
travel affords in addition to that in- 
.stllled by their tutors, . 

Iteallj' it Is but fifteen years since 
J.ijian secured a navy worthy of the 
name. ■\Vlien Japan, with that navy of 
which tile old corvette Malacca sent 
from KscjulmaU aa a present of CJiieeii 
Victoria to tlie Emperor was the iiuc- 
louH. went to war with China her 
fleets consisted of small light cruisers. 

The Chinese War. 
At that time the people of Japan 
looked askance at Japan for the temer- 
ity in entering upon., .the war with 
China, the giant. cojoBsus China: biit 
those who knew the Japanese nnd hud 
watched their r^pld progress knew 
what the outcome would he, as they 
know that the 'war With"' that other 
supposed colossus, Ru'a'sia, would have 
a 'Similar result. Japan, was" sure 'of 
her army; but of her navy she was 
not so sure. The fleet of light cruisers 
was not considered any more than suf- 
ficient. The vessels wero splendidly 
handled, though. The story of tho Mat- 
sushima Kan's great fight against tho 
Chinese lino and the run of the Uttlo 
Hlyel through the- two linea of Chin- 



ese ahlps ar^'cll&sslcs of ' Jftpttn. 'I'oltii - 
tbihI''lriihls'ifBmou8 .Naml-ko ha.s per- 
haps' told tlio story best. . In two en- 
gagements the Chinese fleet was anni- 
hilated. • : Japan did.' not lose a ship. 
Then Kussia with France and Gorintiny. 
refused to let the victor take tho spoIW. 
The Japanese clamored for wnr with 
all. three nations; there was not any- 
thing backward about .Tapan wiien M-ar 
was on the tapis. To that nntkm of 
figiiting men war way something to be 
desired as a good rice crop. Tiie rnl- 
or» know, fhougli, that the time was 
not ripe. Tho public, was gagged and 
the press stilled. Tho nation was hold 
back and preparations begun for war 
with Itiiosia, a war for which year hy 
j-ear the plans and arrauKinents 
ateB<?lly went forward and the world 
knows the result. 

"What of tlie future'/ "What thoughts 
arise as those stone-grey floating citu- 
dols set out of the blue water show to 
view ? 

Tiiat there is race feeling is 'evident. 
That there are pinpricks la tho Facific 
that are fanning smouldering firos is 
obvious. , That a fast over-populating _ 
country clamors for room while lands j 
overseas make ready barriers for their ' 
gates need not ' be told. I^'ar across 
those lands, , too, beyond the Pacific 
there. Is a stlil-kindllng feeling of l e- 
venigo' despite the rapproehment be- 
tween victor and vanquished and of- 
ficials' plan douhle traickctl railways 
that will not offer the difficulties of 
moving armies, new fortifications, new 
divisional barracks and another navy 
to i-cpl.ace that which is loiit, incan- 
\vhllc. Japan is utilizing two of the 
lost ships now here to train more of- 
flcers to lead the future naval strug- 
gles when the virar of the future comes 
if it is to come. ' 

While Britain maintains its attitude 
there can be no wnr. Against the pos- 
slbilit.v of Riicli an event, tliougii, tlioiv) 
is disciplini' and training on the Aso 
and Koyo and 111 other warsliipis which 
fly the P.islng Sun flag, and if the .ad- 
vance made in the ne.\t faw decades by 
those being taught the arts of war nnd 
in the construction of fighting craft no 
more than equala the progress of ih<\ 
past few tens of years it will be iianJ 
for any nation to keoi> pace.

; vj- Captured. 



•Th6 doputatlofefromrtthe Nntional, 
Assembly aid not shrink- from Us task 
and wont -to YlldliS tor inform Abdul 
Hamid that he wA^ no'frfnger Sultan. 

It>he doubted, the llrlnff of the hun- 
dred~.'and' one guns must have con- 
vinced him. Xilkia some tyrants, ho 
ivB s ready to bow to the will of the 
people when It Is enforced ^tth the 
sword, for h^ had declared he was 
ready tai.acccpt any oondltloi^s,. and 
eviari', coBgsatulated Chefkct Pasha on 
having saved tlje Constitution. 

The deputation, escorted by" Mace- 
donian troops, entered the palace, 
meeting with little or no resistance. 

Tho troops, as they poured Into tho 
palace, . arrested every person thoy 
mct, but the Sultan was not to bu 
groimd. He had received warning of 
their approaoh and hid himself In the 
harem, where of his numerous suite 
onlv a few favorite slaves remained 
u-lth him. 

At 'the entrnncc of tho Sultan's 
harem the deputation paused for a 
oonferonce. 

It wa.s "iecidcd to H';nd a mossaBO to 
the deposed monarch and one of the 
palarf ounuoli.s wns dofiputchcd to toll 
Abdul HamId to loiivo the harem. Ho 
did not appear. Three times was the 
ffummons rcpeate<i and three times did 
he refuse the request. 

At laat. tired of waiting, the troops 
entered tlie hurem and rushed from 
room to room, bursting open tho doors 
that barred their way. In the last 
chamber of the harern Abdul HamId 
waa found lylnR unconscious on the 
iloor. 

Ho regained Ills sennPH shortly and 
crli-\l to thoHe about him; "Why do 
you wish to kill nu'V" 

None of the delogatoa made answer, 
and tho Sultan, trombllnB a.s If seized 
with a nervou.s lllne.s.M, continued: "I 
have never harmed anyone. I have 
won at least one war for my country 
—tho Orecinn war. Kor thirty years I 
have done erood. I took care of my 
brother Mourad, whom any other Sul- 
tan would have kilk-<3. Tell me why 
do you wish for my beath?" 

Still there was no reply from the 
delegates. Then Abdul Harold spoke 
again. "Let mo live. I will do what 
you wish." But there was no answer 
to hl.s plteouB appeal. 

Af;a\n Abdul Ilanil! burst forth as 
he was being removed to the Tehe- 
ragan palace on the shore,") of the 
BoRphorua: "I expected this. It .Is 
fate. My only wish In that the lives 
of myself and my family may bo safe- 
guarded and that I may reside in the 
Tcheragan palace, as I wish to die 
where I was born," 

Tho Secret Journey 

Salonica, tho cradle of liberty. Is 
destined also to bo the prison of ty- 
ranny. It is reported that .\bdul HamId 
will bo placed on trial at that place. 

On Wedni'.sday Abdul Hamid Et- 
fondi left Con-itantinople for the first 
time since he came to the throne thir- 
ty-three years ago. 

Shortly before midnight he was bid- 
den to prepare for a Journey. He sub- 
mitted without protest. .Entering a 
closed carriage, ho was driven through 
the silent, deserted strect.i over the 
Qalata bridge to tho railway station 
In 'Stainboul. A mounted escort closed 
round his carriage, and none knew or 
suspected the identity' of its occupant. 
X strong guard occupied the station, 
whfre a special train awaited the ex- 
sultan. • 

Of his enormous retinue and of his 
dependants only eleven women, heav- 
ily veiled, two children, two eunuchs, 
and Ave servants accompanied the de- 
posed Sovereign. Abdul HamId aeom- 
od completely broken, the pale ahadow 
of the Caliph who Ave days ago drove 
from the palace to the mosque with 
tho confidence of a ruler Who believed 
that ho had deserved well of his peo- 
ple. 

Arrestsd Paratites 

In spite of his plight the ex-.Sultan, 
who had not Boon a train for yearw, 
appeared greatly interested in the 
luxurlouH coaclifB and their electric 
light. Ho !\Hslpted his wives and chil- 
dren Into the carriage and entered It 
without a word or sign. 

Almost until the end Abdul HamId 
had hoped against hope that he might 
be allowed to retain his crown. This 
even though evidence to the contrary 
confronted him at every turn. Armed 
men, sworn to end his evil reign, sur- 
rounded the palace. Guns looked 
grimly over wall and roof. Food and 
water and light were denied to tlio re- 
gal entabllnhmcnt that lately boasted 
•six hundred cooks. Lamentations of 
women ,-ind children filled his ears, 
and appeal," minglnd with curses. Foar 
possessed tho palace and its occupants. 
These latter lijcludfnl: 

,150 secretaries, chamberlains and 
aides-de-camp. 

.170 women and slaves. 

160 princes and princesses. 

.11.1 coachmen and grooms. 

130 eunuchs. 

4 SO gardeners. 

230 domestics. 

1,400 of the Imperial bodyguard. 
600 cooks. 

Of all these dependants and pashMs-' 
hardly one remained on Tuesday night. 
The palace wasi In dai kopss while both 
banks of the Bosphorna gleamed with 
lights that' renected the joy of the 
nation. 

Abdul Hamid's Wealth 
In removing .Abdul Hanild from the 
scene of his ncfarlouB activities the 
government has taken a prudent step. 
If ho were allowed to remain on tlio 
BOBilhot'UB he .wojiia have been a con- 
stant mepace.-.foi' It Is inoonooivablQ 
that a man 6ir hU.ohBractbr would for 
long have been- %ble.«to : resist the 
temptation to Intrigue. . 

Even had ho been content to pass 
tho rost of hi» days in seclusion it is 
doubtful whether his family would 
lia\-c proved ofpially submissive. Tho 
multitude of hia Bonn would havo be- 
come the cfintrcfl of reaction, for it 
Is a weakness of humanity, espccinllv 
of Turkish humanity, to forget tlio 
Pins of tho past. Even Abdul the 
Damned, In the shadow of Yildiis, 
might have h()ped .to. become a martyr. 

Hia wealth Is gireiit,' and most of h\a 
accumulntlohs ara-o^it of reach. In- 
re.stlgatlon, however, haa revealed that 
it wno his practice to retain at Ylldl* 
a quarter of a million pounds In bank 
notOB In case of pmorgency. These 
have not been proaentod for payment. 
The government will endeavor to re- 
cover this Imperial noat <!gg. Report 
aaya that Vlldls, with Ita hateful 
nicmories, will he converted into a 
public park.
